For Mem- 
orial day, originally s.et apart as a day of re-consecration to 
the memory of those who fought on the field of the nation's 
honor, has come to be, down thru the long years, a day when 
ail our beloved dead are visited and honored, and we think, 
perhaps pensively, rather than in sadness, of those whom we 
have loved "long since, and lost awhile." 


And some of us dwelt for awhile on other memorial occa- 


sions, in other parts of the union, where, it may be, that the 
winds are still somewhat harsh on this day of annual decora- 


1 tion; where it happens occasionally that while the flower 
girls march with their wreaths and the veterans stand at 
trembling salute, the last spring snowbanks, worn thin, but 
still persisting in the shade of fence corners and under the 
arbor vitae trees, are symbols of the intimate relation be- 
tween the old that is reluctantly departing and the new that 
is in joyous arrival.

Just the field daisies, blooming in the hayfields, first flowers 
to bravely greet the spring, and beloved by this fast-receding 
Grand Army because of their faithful appearance each year 
to aid in the glorification of the valiant dead.

Chief Engineer 
Reports Progress 


on Canyon Dam 


With more than 60 per cent of the 


"overburden" removed 
from 
the 


west hillside of the Snn Gabriel dam 
site, work began this week on re- 
moval of the soil and decomposed 
granite from the east side, accord- 
ing to a_r.eport by E. C. Eaton, chief 
engineer of the county flood control 
district. 


The contractors have 320.men on 


the project now, the report states, 
and the great hydraulic grading ma- 
chines are working day anil night. 
One nozzle is three and one-half 
inches in diameter and shoots a 
stream of water under pressure of 
'200 pounds to the square inch, de- 
livering 1500 gallons a minute. The 
water is pumped from the river, and 
stored in steel tanks on the hillside 
above. None of this water is wasted, 
as it flows into the stream bed after 
carrying down the hillside its burden 
of mud and gravel. 


On the west hillside there are four 


places where bedrock has been ex- 
posed and, according to Mr. Eaton's 
report, the rock is sound and equnl 
to the quality of drill cores in every 
respect. 


1 More than 280,000 yards of earth 
have been taken from the west side 
of the, dam site, out. of a total of 
470,000 yards to bo moved from bed- 
rock there. 'There will have been 
moved from the site ;during the- cur- 
rent month 125,0001 yards, which is 
25 per cent more tjift-n- the schedule 
of operations calls for, it is stated,,

At first it was great fun .to 
ee them scamper abead of you, but 
oon it got monotonous. I never see 
hem any more. 


About the same time the Colorado 


>otat;o bug was heard of in Colorado. 


'. remember they had it figured out 
ust how long it would take them to 
'each our state.. They arrived on 
cheduled time and were beetles 
xbout the size of peas and had an 
ippetite like a cross-cut saw. You 
sould take a stick and knock them 
nto a pan—and that "gave me an- 
other job. Often when I wanted-to 
spend the afternoon in the ole swim- 
min' hole, I bugged potatoes instead. 
How I detested them! The only sat- 
sfaction I got out of it was to see 
;hem fry in a fire created for their 
cremation. Gradually ithey disajp- 
jearcd and I never see them any 
more. 


Many years ago the chinchbug in 


Sansas threatened the wheat crop 
and it looked very much like it 
would be them instead of us that 
would feed on the staff of life, and 


rave fears were felt for the future 


of the grain grower. If I remember 
correctly, the entomologists caught 
some of the bull cin-chbugs and ino 
ulated them with T. B. and turned 
:hem loose among the pests and the 
battle for bread was won. Never 
tiear of them any more. 


Over 3000 years ago when the chil 


dren of Israel were trying to escape 
from bondage in Egypt, Pharaoh re- 
fused to let them go, for he needed 
them in his business. Jehova sent an 
epidemic of flies to give him some- 
thing to think about while, the Is- 
raelites were making their getaway 
Whether they were just a bit care 
less about their garbage in the back 
alleys I am not posted, but they sure 
had flies—and not a fly' swatter 01 
the job! Even the pesky fly could 
not stop Ph. in .the pursuit of thos 
Hebrews, and that pest passed intc 
history.

It looks to me like the fight be 


tween man and insect pesta has al- 
ways been on. Pen up a bunch of 
chickens and neglect them and in a 
short while they will be sick with 
miles. Every war has developed its 
crop of kooties, and sometimes it 
does not take a war to get them. 
Fido is full of fleas. He just cleaned 
up on the cat but he cannot clean 
up on the flwia. 


I can remember not many years 


ago when the orange grower faced 
ruin from a white cottony, cushiony 
scale. It was literaly eating up the 
trees, and it looked very much like 
the orange industry was on the 
rocks. Disaster faced the industry. 
A bug was imported from a foreign 
country that ate them alive and the 
battle so far as they were concerned 
was won and now we never give 
thorn a thought. If they show up 
their enemy very soon cleans them 
up. 


A couple of years ago an infesta- 


tion of mealy bug showed up du. a 
few of the groves and again the 
growers were much alarmed. Owners 
of orchards where the pests wore 
could not have their fruit packed in 
the regular packing houses, but it 
had to be packed in a house where 
only infested fruit 
was handled. 


They spread so fact that this rule 
wp.s suspended and now very few 
groves are free from them, but-again 
a parasite has been found that bids 
fair to clean them up and you do 
not hear much about them any more. 


In the east the corn-borer is men- 


acing the corn erop, yet they- still 
seem to raise corn in that section. 
An infestation of the Asiatic beetle 
has been discovered in the New Eng- 
land states and millions are being 
spent to head it off. It works under 
the sod and you do not know about 
it until you see the grass begin to 
die. Go back a few days later and 
you find it spreading. It- threatens 
the pasture land in the east, and as 
one -of their best crops is rocks, 
about all the land is good for is to 
grow grass between the rocks for 
pasture. Destroy that and you have 
just about seen the finish of that 
country'. It is up to some wise one 
to discover a parasite that will head 
off this dreaded pest. If they fail 
then it is just too bad. The'dairy 
business is their best bet, as no one 
but a Chinaman could farm those 
rocks and make a go of it. 


A tragedy has overtaken a state. 


Tf they fail to eradicate the latest 
pest the fruit and vegetable industry 
of the south is menaced, especially 
oranges and grapefruit. Thousands 
of acres of land is under quarantine 
and not a vestige of fruit or vege- 
tables is allowed to be shipped from 
it, and people are working franti- 
cally to clean up and destroy with 
quicklime every vestige of fruit and 
vegetables that will serve as a host 
for .this pest. Planting is suspended, 
and if you raised anything you could 
.not move it. Ruin starea thousands 
in the face, and just how lone this 
will continue is a problem. Millions 
ore beintj spout to stamp it out, and 


' let us hope it will succeed. In the 


meantime it is up to ua to see to it

arose to speak. For a moment he 
stood, 


"Like ti gaunt, sorag<;ly pine 
Which lifts its head above the mournful 


sandhills." 


While the people anxiously waited 


for him to speak he slowly turned to 
gaze ,upou the terrain of that bat- 
tjcfield.

Granite Spur, Powers Hill, Emmets- 


burg Bead, Cemetery Hill, Baltimore 
Piko, Round Top and Little Bound 
Top—(if not in fact in vision he saw 
them all)—the rock of Gettysburg!

its scabbard" and sweep with nearly 
a two-mile stroke toward Bound Top 
and Cemetery Hill. - . . saw them 
as a mighty wave of rebellious sea 
beating, battering, breaking on the 
Bock of the Union and dying sul- 
lenly away!

There was keen disappoint- 
ment that so mighty a sacrifice as 
that made on the field of Gettysburg 
should be commemorated

ident of the United States in so few 
words. But the years have given us 
to know that the splendor of the 
president's address (known as '' The 
(Gettysburg Address) was in every 
way a fitting and proper memorial 
for the human -sacrifice upon that 
battlefield. The address delivered by 
Abraham Lincoln that day has come 
down to us 


"A priceless heritage of the literature 


of patriotism." 


While the president stood survey- 


ing the Gettysburg terrain, 


"What wisdom came to meet his, need? 
What vision of the future stood revealed?" 


for he "fathomed thru and thru our 
dark and human scheme." And the 
years have revealed, 


"He-knew what Shakespeare never knew, 


What Dante never dared to dream— 


That men are ONE 
Beneath the sun, 
And before God are 


EQUAL SOULS!" 


This truth was his and so he spake 


to them of "the new nation, con- 
ceived in liberty, and dedicated to 
the proposition that all men are cre- 
at^l equal." 


Of the brave men who struggled 


there to preserve the union and the 
flag, he said, "They have concen- 
trated it far above our power to add 
or 


of thr, deep, await committal to a 
resting place On the deep sea-floor. 
They died that the nation 
"may 


long endure." Heroes of 1812! 


We see the dead piled in heaps at 


Antietam, Malvarn Hill and Seven 
Pines, and at Vicksbarg and Gettys- 
burg; and "the world can never for- 
get what they did here" in 18(51-65, 
'' they paid the. last full measure of 
devotion!" 


We see the sinking of the Maine, 


the charge up San Juan. Hill, and the 
dead before the •ramparts of Old 
Manila in 1398; 'and realize that 
these Americans bad dedicated them- 
selves to "the unfinished work" of 
"the new nation, conceived in lib- 
erty." 


We see the battlefields of Franco, 


Belgium and Italy and 


"The crosses row on row!" 


and know that these men of 1917-18 
also "gave the last full measure of 
devotion" that "the nations shall, 
under God, have a new birth of free- 
dom, and the governments of the 
people, by the people, and for the 
people, shall not perish from the 
earth." 


We see the American soldier-sailor 


dead of all American wars and the 
vision of their splendid sacrifice 
grips us—holds us—thrills us! And 
we see and somehow understand the 
deeper meaning and significance of 
their devotion to duty.' And it is 
borne in upon our minds and hearts 
that the spirits of -these men, like 
the spirit of the great Lincoln, be- 
long to the ages! 


It is well and befitting for Amer- 


icans to stand with hats off while 
the flag goep by, and with bowed 
heads when by the graves of the 
country's soldiery the salute is fired 
and the bugle sounds "taps." 


But is this all—all that we are to 


do? Just stand with hats off when 
the flag goes by 
and with bowed 


heads when the salute is fired? 


A sentence of President Lincoln's 


matchless dedicatory speech is appro- 
priate here: 


"It is for us, the living, rather to be dedi- 


cated here to the unflni'shed work which they 
have thus far so nobly carried on." 


And that "unfinished work," my 


countrymen, was the preservation of 
the nation! That was "the cause for 
which Father Abraham's men gave 
the last full measure of clevotica— 
the preservation of the nation! 


"It is for us, the living," the in- 


heritors of their estate and their 
labors, citizens of "the government 
of the people, by the people, and for 
the people," so to live (and so to 
work and so to play) in all our rela 
tionships one with another and with 
the peoples of other nations of the 
world, that our own lives prove 
worthy of the sacrifice of the bes 
blood of America upon a thousand 
battlefields! Aye! so to LIVE . 
that no infidelity of ours shall ever 
betray these honored dead; that no 
surrender of our shall surrender the 


The words which followed may 


have passed unnoticed and uncon- 
sidered by the hearers as disappoint- 
ing — save one statement. And it 
stood out clear-cut with 
mighty 


meaning! It struck a chord of hu- 
man 
sympathy in 
uvuvy human 


breast. 
Disappointment turned to 


keen interest. It gripped and held 
the attention of the most restless 
and careless of the crowd. It was 
the TRIBUTE SUPREME! . . . fit- 
ting and proper to commemorate the 
splendor and sublimity of SELF- 
SACRIFICE! 
of the sacrifice 


which prompts, urges, 'compels men 
in the flush of vigor and youth to 
love less than honor and honor and 
duty more than life and to lay life 
down that generations yet unborn 
may be spared bloodshed, injustice, 
oppression, or dishonor I In- simple 
words fired with all the love of his 
great heart, President Lincoln spoke 
of the dead buried on the field of 
Gettysburg as those who had given 


"THE LAST FULL MEASURE OF 


DEVOTION" 


It was the tribute supreme. And 


it chimes thru the years, since then, 
with matchless melody, and with the 
years has gathered mightier meaning 
and importance. It has strange hold 
and grip upon us! And, please God, 
it may never lose its power to cause 
Americans to 


"Highly resolve that the nation's dead 


shall not Jiave died in vain." 


'•'THE LAST FULL MEASURE" 
'''The last full measure!" Much 


has been written and said about the 
American soldier-sailor dead. 
But 


the highest tribute ever paid those 
"who gave their lives that this na- 
tion might live" was paid in the 
homely, simple, unpretentious words 
of Abraham Lincoln—"They gave 
the last full me'asure of devotion." 


And sa long as men and women 


remain human and hearts are hearts 
and there is one particle of gratitude 
left in the souls of Americans, they 
will continue year after year and 
generation after generation to do 
honor to the nation's soldier-sailor 
dead. It is altogether fitting and 
proper that we should assemble this 
day under the oaks at beautiful and 
sacred '' Oakdale'' to pay our tri- 
bute to the memory of the Americans 
who have given "the last full mea- 
sure of devotion!" 


Today, thru the eyes of the mus'e 


of history we see the bloody field of 
Concord, and by the small stream 
that flows there, sprawled upon the 
soggy ground, with face upturned 
to the April sun and arms outflung 
like 
a 
shattered, 
broken cross 


wrenched from its altar-place, we 
see a slain Minute Man, hero of 
1776 who paid "the last full mea- 
sure of devotion" for the new na- 
tion "conceived in liberty and dedi- 
cated to the proposition that all men 
are created equal." 


We see the shell-swept deck of the 


American sloop-'o war "Wasp" and 
a gun crew that will never clean, 
load, aim, fire! another ship's can- 
non; but swathed in grave clothes 


TcFeals for" 
and died. 


And so to live! . . . that no tarn 


pering of ours with the standards of 
freedom, equality, justice and' hu 
manity they raised, be lowered by 
any trickery or deceit or greed o 
lust or license or dishonor or cow- 
ardice on our part; for then such 
conduct on our part would prove to 
the world that we were dishonored 
and that "these dead have died in 
vain.'' 


It is then, "for us, the living" to 


be dedicated to the high and holy 
task of preserving this a nation and 
defending, if need be, with our lives 
and fortunes that love of liberty, 
that "new birth of freedom, under 
God!" which brot Washington thru 
Valley Forge, and Perry into Put-in- 
bay, and Grant thru Gettysburg, and 
Sampson and Schley into Santiago 
harbor and Dewey into Manila bay, 
and -which brot Pershing victorious 
thru St. Mihiel and the Argonne. 


As the valiant of all American 


citizen-soldiery from the fields of 
Lexington and Concord to the Meuse- 
Argonne did give '' the last full mea- 
sure of devotion" to "the cause" 
—to "the new nation, conceived in 
liberty, and dedicated to the propo- 
sition that all men are created 
equal"—did preserve this a nation, 
did save it from perishing frpm the 
earth''—so shall we withhold nothing 
from the cause of country and lib- 
erty 'with freedom, equality, justice 
and righteousness for all." 


But "from these honored dead we 


take increased devotion to the cause 
for which they gave the last full 
measure of devotion." 


They belong to the ages! our sol- 


dier-sailor dead. And today_ ie their 
Memorial day. 


"Beneath the whispering grasses they are 


sleeping, 


The dead who for us died." 
We bedecked their graves (the 


soldier-sailor dead bivoucked here, 
in "Oakdale," nor forget we the 
gaves of Concord and Gettysburg 
and Sail Juan, and "the crosses row 
on row," "over there"!) but we 
bedecked their graves "not sorrow- 
ing or weaping, but with true sol- 
dier's pride."
